the city stores. 


A meeting of citizens has been called 
for tomorrow night at Conkey'd hall 
at which time it will be decided wheth- 
er Benton Harbor can secure the Far- 
well overall factory or not. To secure 
it the sum of fi».500 will be necessary. 


La.st nigtit Jotin 
Farwell, jr., and 
Mi'lor Robertson came over from Chi- 
cago and held a conference with the 
board of trade committee which lasted 
until midnifiht. The conference re- 
Hulted in Mr. Farwell making the fol- 
lowing detinite proposition: 


That the overall factory would locate 
here provided that the citizens would 
give them the Werkman furniture 
factory outright, $1,200 with which to 
put the building in repair, the expense 
of putting in a sewer and to pay the 
insurance on the factory for five years. 
These concessions ligure u]) to$l',5U0. 


The deed of the property would be 
put in escrow and not given the Far- 
welis for five years and at the time 
when the deed is delivered the com- 
pany will give the city a contract to 
remain tive years longer and employ at 
least 2r)0 hands per day. 
Mr. Farwell said tdat the company 
will employ 000 hands continually 
and that the pay roll of ttie factory 
will be $()00 per day as ^oon as the in- 
dustry is well under way. Tnis means 
that in the ten years they bind them- 
selves to operate a factory here Lliey 
will pay out in help $1.000,000.

INDIANA TO HAVB A CELLULOSE 
PLANT. 


W abash, Ind., Jan. 3L— T he work of 
erecting the third cellulose plant in 
the world, and the first to be built in 
' Indiana, is now progressing in Linden, 
on th e Clover Leaf railroad and unless 
unforeseen obstacles are 
interposed 
will be turning out this novel product 
by April 1. 


T he factory, when completed, will be 
the largest but one in the Ucited States 
and will regularly employ 
100 men. 
Over $100,000 will be expended in the 
equipment and the daily capacity will 
be one ton of cellulose and 14 tons of 
feea. 
Though the bulk of the corn 
pith from which the cellulose is made 
is one-half the whole, in w eight it is 
but one-tifteenth. 


Indian corn pith, at one time regard­ 
ed as worthless, 
is the raw material 
from which the commodity, the con­ 
sumption of which is increasing rapid­ 
ly, is made. 
The process of manufac­ 
ture is very sim ple and consists of cut- 
ing and breaking th e stalks and after 
they are eufiiciently crushed of separat­ 
ing the pith from the stalk proper by 
enormous blowers, the air suction at­ 
tracting th e featherly pith from the 
heavier particles of stalk. 
There are 
many screens through which the pith 
passes and when it em erges from the 
last it is soft and fleecy and of a yellow ­ 
ish white color. 
T h e stalks of one crop 
are piled and held over one winter for 
curing. 
T hen they are cut into small 
bits, crushed and th e pith readily drops 
out. 
The pith is then chem ically treat­ 
ed, 
compressed into six-inch 
cubes. 
The chem ical treatm ent makes the 
material tireproof. 


A ll this was formerly 
considered 
worthless except for temporary feeding 
purposes, and in utilizing the pith the 
k r m e r adds largely to the value of the 
corn crop in the vicinity of the cellulose 
plants. 
Bach of these plants draws 
corn fodder from within a radius of 30 
miles, and large cars are supplied by 
the railways for 
its transportation. 
Tho price paid for the stalks ranges 
1 from $4 to $6 per ton, owing to the sea­ 
son and the m arket conditions, or at a 
rate of from IT to $12 per acre. 
The 
I cellulose is used beneath the armor 
plating of warships, the passage of a 
ball through it m aking but a small ori­ 
fice, which quickly closes through the 
sw elling of tne cellulose as soon as the 
water reaches it. 
It also enters into 
the composition of smokeless powder, 
dynamite and other explosives,packing 
for car axles and steam chests, kodak 
films, waterproof cloth, linoleum, im i­ 
tation silk, patent leather finish, face 
powder, silicate packing and a hundred 
other articles. 


T he outer part of the stock is made 
up into tlour, as an adulterant, cattle 
feed, chicken fattener and into 
and candles. 
The patents for tho n, ,n- 
ufacture of the cellulose are cunf i ' '• li 
by the Marsden company, of 
Ptnhi lel- 
phia, and as the concern 
haf^ ample 
capital and there is an endle&f* demand 
for the product, 
machinery i.s being 
made for several mills, which will be 
built at points in the corn belt.

MICHIGAN COAL BEDS. 


I t C o v ers a n A re a of 9 ,0 0 0 
S q u a re 
M iles. 


In a bulletin just issued by the Mieii- 
igan commisr-iouer of labor is the fol­ 
lowing in regard to the m agnitude of 
the coal m ines of Michigan: 


T he dist!overy of immense beds of 
coal under a large sjction of the state 
has opened up a business, magniticenL 
ill proportion and far reaching in its 
iuiporianee. 
It has placed Michigan 
in rank wit-h other stales in the pro­ 
duction of the best article of a coal to 
be used for heat and steam purposes, 
ihe developm ent of which but few are 
ac(|uainted. 


T he total area of the coal basin cov­ 
ers nearly i>,UUl> square miles, running 
from Jackson county on the south to 
Koscommon county on the north, and 
extending from Huron county on the 
east to Mecosta county on the west. 
U 
is irregular in shape like a pear with 
its stem end at Jackson, the broadest 
part on a line passing from Saginaw 
county. 
N ot all of this vast area con­ 
tains coal in veins profitable for work­ 
ing, but the rich finds in Saginaw val­ 
ley are an index of what will follow. 
T here is now over 200,000 acres under 
lease, each acre estimated at an aver­ 
age of 4.500 tons. 
A glance will ahow 
the m agnitude of th e industry.

RAISING S U G A R BEETS. 


Liberal Extract from H. A. Rackliffe’» 
Address. 


T here are beets, and different meth- 
o l s o f raising them. 
It seems to t e 
conceded both by farmers and business 
men generally, that the leather process 
is by far the best method of raising the 
variety known as the dead beet. 


The sugar beet was but little known 
in this locality prior to the year 1899. 
During the season many experiments 
have been made and dltïerent methods 
of culture tried, but we have come to 
the conclusion, and we believe a large 
majority of growers will agree with us, 
that the easiest and most satisfactory 
way to raise a very large crop of nice, 
clean, smooth sugar beets th a t will test 
from 15 to l8 per cent sugar, at a min­ 
imum cost per acre, is to raise them on 
paper. 
T he profits are larger and 
there is no trouble from Hood, drouth, 
root rot or insects. 


The advent of a sugar beet plant in 
this locality was hailed with delight 
and enthusiasm by all classes of citizens 
who had read Lrlowing accounts of the 
success achieved in other parts of tt.e 
state and couniry, and it was ardent y 
hoped that it would prove a boon and 
a blessing to all. 
T n e fact that some 
four thousand acres were placed under 
contract witti about twelve hundred 
farmers attests the interest that farm 
ers take in any new crop that promises 
a remunerative return for their labour. 
Wha'. are the result~y 
We were in- 
formtd by those who were supposed to 
know th at most any kind of soil would 
grow sugar beets which was literally 
true, but exoerience has taught us tnat 
it requires a naturally good soil or one 
well fertilized to grow them in paying 
quantities. 
There ought not to have 
been any disappointment in this re- 
.*>pect, for every 
intelligent 
farmer 
»«nows th at while the poorest soil with 
but little care and poor cultivation will 
grow some whi*e beans, a paying crop 
is not grown une er any such conditions. 


We have made considerable inquiry 
among the growers as to whether the 
crop was a satisfactory and prolitable 
one to raise and tind th at while many 
are (juite rich in experience they would 
be Very glad to dispose of it at much 
less than 
tirst cost. 
While we havt* 
heard of none who have ijone where 
the woodbine twineth. there are not a 
few who have trone where they pulled 
up the beet—in the nole. 
Ttiere arc 
those who have succeeded in making 
it a-paying crop, but the number is 
small compared with those who have 
not. 
W e judge, however, the same 
might be said of the wheat crop, and 
we doubt if there are very many farm­ 
ers in Berrien county who have kept a 
strict account with it this year that find 
their balance on the right side of the 
ledger. 


Mr. 
Racklitie called attention 
to 
the fact that the last season was a very 
unfavorable one and on account of the 
late season when ttie factory was com­ 
pleted many sjrowers were compelled 
to pit their beets. 
He said that all 
the farmers were proud of the W olver­ 
ine suirar plant. 


The cost of raisintr and ieliverintr at 
the factory an acre of beets, varier, 
from twenty-tive to forty dollars per 
acre accordioir to manner of cultiva­ 
tion, cost and etliciency of help, dis­ 
tance of haul, rent of ground, etc 
It 
is therefore easy to determine that a 
less yield than eignt to ten tons per 
acre will not pay. 
This should be a 
miaimum crop, and we believe with a 
proper selection of sail, preparation 
and fertilization, 
it can be made so. 
The expense of thinning and cultiva­ 
tion is no larg»;r on a tifieen ton crop 
than on tive. but ttie net returns mark 
the di(Terence between a prolitable and 
an unprotitable one. 
It was thought at 
hrst that our sandy soil would b'i tti«? 
best adapted for this crop and pro luce 
the ’argest sugar content, but the ex­ 
perience of the par't sea.ion has demon­ 
strated that our rich river bottom and 
our moist, mucky up’and have been ; 
but little oelow the avi-rage in sugar 
eont(‘nt and much above in (j uintiiy of 
crop.

If this vast sum can 
be kept at home and eciuitably divided 
between labor and capital is it not a 
problem worthy of our mo»t serious 
consideration? 
We believe it is.
